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SUBJECT: JAMMU AND KASHMIR ELECTIONS: NATIONAL CNFERENCE 
SWEEPS THE ALLEY; GAINS OUTRIGHT MAJORITY IN STATE ASSEMBLY

SUMMARY. SHEIKH ABDULLAH'S NATIONAL CONPERENCE HAS WON AN 
OUTRIGHT MAJORITY IN THE J&K STATE ASSEMBLY, CAPTURING 43 
OP THE 70 SEATS POR WHICH RESULTS HAVE BEEN DECLARED. 

ABDULLAH'S PARTY SCORED AN ALMOST CLEAN SWEEP IN THE VALLEY. 
JANATA AND CONGRESS VICTORIES HAVE BEEN LARGELY CONPINED TO 
HI DU-MAJORITY PARTS OF JAMMU. THE NATIONAL CONPERENCE'S 
SWEEPING VICTORY DEMONSTRATES IN AN OPEN ELECTION ABDULLAH'S 
PREEMINENCE AS UNDISPUTED LEADER OP THE STATE'S MUSLIMS. DES- 
PITE THIS CLEAR MANDATE, HE IS WELL AWARE OP THE CENTER’S 
ULTIMATE POWER OVER J&K AND ITS WILLINGNESS TO EXERCISE THIS. 

HE MAY NOW POCUS ON MENDING HIS PENCES WITH NEW DELHI. THE 
ELECTION RESULTS DEMONSTRATE THE POWERPUL APPEAL OP REGIONAL 
PARTIES AND TEND TO REINFORCE JANATA'S IMAGE AS A PARTY OF 
HINDI-SPEAKERS. THE MAJOR NEAR-TERM QUESTION MARK IS ABDULLAH'S 
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ABILITY TO GOVERN AS HE RECOVERS FROM HIS HEART ATTACK. END 
SUMMARY. 

1. WITH 70 OP THE 76 CONTESTS DECLARED AS OF 1500 HOURS 
JULY 5, SHEIKH ABDULLAH'S NATIONAL CONFERENCE HAS WON AN OUT- 
RIGHT MAJORITY IN THE JAMMU AND KASHMIR STATE ASSEMBLY, 

CAPTURING 43 SEATS. JANATA CANDIDATES HAVE WON 13 SEATS, 
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CONGRESS 10, AND INDEPENDENTS (ALL DESCRIBED AS JANATA 
"REBELS) FOUR. BY ALL ACCOUNTS, SOMETHING OF AN "ABDULLAH 
WAVE" SWEPT THE VALLEY. NATIONAL CONFERENCE CANDIDATES HAVE 
PICKED UP 36 OF THE 38 SEATS DECLARED IN KASHMIR THUS FAR, THE 
OTHER TWO GOING TO JANATA NOMINEES. NATIONAL CONFERENCE 
CONTESTANTS ALSO WON 7 SEATS IN JAMMU, APPARENTLY ALL IN AREAS 
OF SUBSTANTIAL MUSLIM POPULATIONS. IN HINDU-MAJORITY PARTS OF 
JAMMU, SEATS WERE DIVIDED AMON JANATA (11), CONGRESS (10) AND 
INDEPENDENTS (FOUR). IT APPEARS FROM PRESS REPORTS THAT THE 
JANATA CANDIDATES WHO WHERE SUCCESSFUL CONTESTED IN AREAS 
WHERE THE JANA SANGH HAS BEEN POWEREUL, WHILE THE WINNING 
CONGRESSMEN RAN IN PARTS OF JAMMU WHERE DR.KARAN SING (WHO 
CAMPAIGNED ENERGETICALLY ON THEIR BEHALF) RETAINS POCKETS OE 
TRADITONAL INFLUENCE. 

2. MOST OE THE LEADERS OF THE JANATA'S NEWLY-ESTABLISHED UNIT 
IN THE VALLEY, INCLUDING SUCH ANTI-ABDULLAH EIGURES AS GHULAM 
MOHIUDDIN KARRA, WERE DEFEATED BY NATIONAL CONEERENCE CANDIDATES. 
THE VOTERS ALSO REJECTED SEVERAL PROMINENT POLITICAL FIGURES 

WHO HAD JOINED THE JANATA PARTY AFTER THE LOK SAB HA ELECTIONS. 
ACCORDING TO PRESS REPORTS AND RECENT TRAVELLERS IN SRINAGAR, 
BALLOTING WAS GENERALLY PEACEFUL AND HEAVY, WITH OVERALL VOTER 
TURNOUT ESTIMATED AT AROUND 70 PER CENT. 

3. PRIME MINISTER DESAI HAS SENT A MESSAGE CONGRATULATING THE 
SHEIKH ON HIS PARTY'S VICTORY AND WISHING HIM A FULL RECOVERY 
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FROM HIS HEART ATTACK. ABDULLAH AROSE EROM HIS SICKBED ON 
JULY 4 AS THE NATIONAL CONEERENCE VICTORY BECAME APPARENT 
AND BRIEFLY ADRESSED HIS FOLLOWERS GATHERED OUTSIDE HIS 
RESIDENCE. ACKNOWLEDGING THAT IT WILL TAKE SOME TIME BEFORE 
HE IS EULLY RECOVERED, HE URGED HIS SUPPORTERS NOT TO BE 
VENGEFUL TOWARD THEIR DEEEATED OPPONENTS. 

4. THE NATIONAL CONEERENCE'S SWEEPING VICTORY IN THE VALLEY 
AND IN MUSLIM PARTS OF JAMMU REAFFIRMS SHEIKH ABDULLAH'S 
PREEMINENT POSITION AS UNDISPUTED LEADER OF THE STATE'S 
MUSLIMS. THE SWEETNESS OF VICTORY WAS PROBABLY ENHANCED BY 
THE FACT THAT MANY OF HIS OLD FOES, WHO HAD GATHERED UNDER 
THE JANATA BANNER TO DENY HIM THE CHIEF MINISTERSHIP, WERE THEM- 
SELVES DEFEATED FOR THE ASSEMBLY SEATS. IN CONTRAST TO HIS 
PREVIOUS TERM AS CHIEF MINISTER IN 1975-77, WHEN HE CONSTANTLY 
HAD TO DEAL WITH A CONGRESS MAJORITY IN THE ASSEMBLY WHICH 
WAS DISGRUNTLED OVER HIS IMPOSITION BY THE CENTER, 

THE SHEIKH NOW HAS WON A CLEAR MANDATE ON HIS OWN. HE IS WELL 
AWARE, HOWEVER, OF THEULTIMATE POWER OE THE CENTER OVER 
KASHMIR AND ITS WILLINGNESS TO EXERCISE THIS. WE WOULD 
ANTICIPATE, THEREFORE, THAT HAVING EEFECTIVELY RAISED THE 
STRAW MAN OF THE "THREAT " TO THE STATE'S CONSTITUTIONAL 
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POSITION AS HIS MAJOR CAMPAIGN THEME, HE WILL NOW QUIETLY 
DROP TIS NON-ISSUE TO FOCUS INSTEAD ON MENDING HIS EENCES WITH 
NEW DELHI. ONE POSITIVE AUGURY EOR REASONABLY HARMONIOUS 
RELATIONS BETWEE THE CENTER AND J&K IS THE SHEIK'S WARM ERIEND- 
SHIP WITH SEVERAL JANATA LEADERS, PARTICULARLY J.P. NARAYAN. 
PERHAPS THE GREATEST QUESTION MARK IN THE NEAR TERM, HOWEVER, 
CONCERNS ABDULLAH'S HEALTH AND HIS ABIILITY TO GOVERN THE 
STATE AS HE RECOVERS EROM HIS HEART ATTACK. UNTIL HIS CONDI- 
TION IMPROVES, IT MIGHT BE NECESSARY EOR HIS DEPUTY, MIRZA 
AEZAL BEG, TO ACT IN HIS PLACE AS CHIEF MINISTER. THERE SEEMS 
LITTLE DOUBT HERE, HOWEVER, THAT EVEN EROM HIS SICKBED 
THE "LION OF KASHMIR" WILL CONTINUTE TO CALL THE SHOTS. 

5. THE JANATA'S POOR SHOWING IN AREAS OUTSIDE TRADITIONAL 
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JANA SANGH STRONGHOLDS IN JAMMU, BESIDES DEMONSTRATING 
ABDULLAH'S PERSONAL POPULARITY, ALSO INDICATES THAT THE PARTY 
HAS EAILED TO ESTABLISH ROOTS AMONG KASHMIRIS. MANY VOTERS 
APPARENTLY PERCEIVED THEJANATA IN KASHMIR AS BEING LITTLE MORE 
THAN AN OPPORTUNISTIC COLLECTION OF DEFECTING CONGRESSMEN AND 
OPPONENTS OE SHEIKH ABDULLAH AND DECISIVELY REJECTED IT. 

THE PRESTIGE OE SUCH EIGURES AS MIRWAIZ MAULVI EAROOQ, WHO 
HAD ENERGETICALLY THROWN HIS AW AMI ACTION COMMITTEE INTO THE 
ERAY AGAINST THE NATIONAL CONEERENCE, HAS BEEN SEVERELY 
DIMINISHED. IN ADDITION, AS IN TAMIL NADU AND WEST BENGAL, 

THE JANATA PARTY'S EFEORTS TO ESTABLISH BASES OE STRENGTH OUT- 
SIDE THE "HINDI BELT " HAVE ONCE MORE BEEN REBUEFED. THE 
J&K ASSEMBLY RESULSTS AGAIN DEMONSTRATE THE APPEAL WHICH 
REGIONAL PARTIES AND LEADERS CAN EXERT. IN ADDITION, THE 
EACT THAT JANATA WON ITS SEATS ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY IN HINDU- 
DOMINATED PARTS OP JAMMU TENDS TO REINPORCE ITS IMAGE AS 
ESSENTIALLY A PARTY OF HINDI-SPEAKERS.
